1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While other recording 
layers having thicknesses in the recited range are of record, these all have higher concentrations 
of the dyes to offset the reduced thickness and so teach away from the claimed invention which 
would have a low absorption. The prior art of record groups the dyes together to achieve a high 
absorbance and sensitivity, and is unconcerned with the fluorescence and so has no motivation to 
use the combination of low concentration and thickness. For the bilayer embodiments of claims 

8 and 9, the presence of the second dye together with the remaining limitations is not rendered 
obvious by the prior art of record. The embodiment of claim 7 is allowable primarily on the 
basis of the microcapsule limitations.
